“To the Governor, and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 

The 5th section of the act entitled “An actin relation to the 
Judiciary,” provides that ‘the Judges of the District Court, res- 
pectively shall report to the Legislature at each regular session 
thereof, all omissions, discrepancies, or other evident imperfections 
of the law, which have fallen under their observation." 

In obedience to the foregoing, the undersigned Justice of the 
District Court, respectfully reports, that the Organic Act, section 
9, provides that a term of the Supreme Court shall be held at the 
seat of government annually; but does not state what time in the 
year that Court shall be held. In my opinion a Supreme Court 
cannot legally be held until a law shall be passed, prescribing the 
time when it shall commence; but at a supposed time of that Court 
held November 29th, the other two Judges held that they had the 
authority to appoint the time. Differing with them in judgment, 
I submit the case to your honorable body. I shall be ready, if 
requested to give the reasons of my opinion. By the existing law, 
the District sitting in Weber county, is to be held on the first Mon- 
day of April; and Uteh county, the first Monday in October.-- 
These periods happen within a few days of the 6th of those months, 
at which time there is held by the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints, a semi-annual Conference, which I and many others 
wish to attend. I therefore respectfully request your honorable 
body to alter the times of holding these Courts, so as to allow them 
to be held a week or two earlier, or a week or two later. In so 
doing, you will greatly oblige me, and I have good reasous to be- 
lieve you will also confer a favor on many of your constituents.

The two Houses went into Joint Session according to previous 
arrangement, in order to receive the Governor's message. 

The joint committce of both Houses appointed yesterday, were 
lequested to wait upon His Excelleney the Governor, and escort 
liim to the Joint Session. - 

On the return of said committee, they introduced His Excellency, 
when tbe members of the Assembly and spectators arose to their 
cet, and continued standing until the Governor took his seat. 

The private Secretary of the Governor then read the Governor's 
nessage, as follows: 

To the members of the Counci, 
and House of Representatives of the Legislature of Utah: 
THNTLEMEN > —~ 

Under renewed obligations to our Father in heaven for protec- 
ion, mercy, and blessing, we are again assembled 1n solemn coun- 
11, expressly for the purpose of representing the wishes, and in- 
crests of our respective constituents; of amalgamating our views 
md feelings: and by the concentration of the varied ability, talent, 
ind wisdom of all, of bringing forth those harmonizing influences 
*hich protect, unite, and regulate society, and of combining in а 
ommon interest the welfare of the inhabitants of the newly settled 
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but far distant vales, the hardy and enterprising pioneers, and the 
opulent citizens, ariizans. and laborers of the towns, cities, and 
settlements of not old, but longer date. ` 

Governments, like men, should learn by experience; and omit- 
ting to follow in the toétsteps of traditional error and folly, ex- 
tract the good, being guided by that unerring wisdom which en- 
lightens the understanding, and brings forth, trom the treasures of 
knowledge, things both new and old, for the benefit of mankind. 

Laws should be simple, and plain, easy to be comprehended by 
the most. unlearned: void of ambiguity, and few in number. The 
greatest simplicity which can be attained in the formation of a code 
of laws. tends to lessen litigation. ‘They should moreover consist 
more of an organic, than remedial character. It is my firm eon- 
vietion аё particularization by the Legislature, ot every minute 
point which is liable to arise in law cases is founded in error, and 
tends to promote litigation, screen the guilty, subvert justice, en- 
trammel the honest jurist, and ensnare the unwary victim in its 
hydra meshes—embroiling, and involving the peace and quiet of 
any community, in which itis permitted to rear an influence. Such 
a course is only favorable to the evil doer, and such as prefer to 
exonerate themselves from the plain, straight forward claims of 
justice; because, peradventure, a doubtful item in law may be 
found, which properly taken advantage of by its able cxponents, 
and devout votaries, may he wielded to aid them in their villainy, 
thereby strangling justice in ler very courts, and profaning her 
very temples, in the citidal of her power, 

Owiny to human frailty, we may not attain unto n perfect code 
until the fullness of times shall moie fully disclose heaven’s bright- 
ness, and our “officers are peace," and our “cxactors riphteuus- 
ness." 

It is very properly considered that persons appointed to admin- 
ister, and execute the laws, are not only capable, but are honest 
in every discharge of duty; and indeed it 1s. not even presumable 
that it could be otherwise; nevertheless, if it should prove differ- 
ent, the people have their remedy-—let their place be filled by oth- 
ers. With this restrictive power in their own hands, the people 
are safe in investing their officers with discretionary powers suffi- 
erent for almost every case, in full confidence that they will not 
abuse the trust.1enosed in them, but execute Judgment in righte- 
ousness, faithfully respecting the proffered covenant of Heaven’s 
King, that He will put His ‘daw in their inward parts, and write 
it upon their hearts." 

This poliey carried out, instead of making a machine of a man, 
a mere puppet, or automaton, calls into exercise all the ennobling 
qualities of his nature; the highest attainments of which he is suc- 
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el : . 
ceptible. Integrity, senáé, and judgment cause himi (о look upon 
himself as responsible, for the abuse of power with which he is en- 
trusted by the people, directly to the source from which he receives 
1. Strip a judge, or justice, of the legal mists and fog which sur- 
round him in this day and age; leave him no nook or corner of 
precedent, or commou law ambiguous enactments, the áccumula- 
tion of ages, wherein to shelter, and it is my opinion, that unright- 
eous decisions would seldom be given, 

Itis much better to have no written law, than to send people 
into the labyrinths of such a mass of nonsense as fills the Jibrary 
of the law student, and which we frequently see entailed upon the 
people by the*egal enactments our statute books contain. 

Let all of our laws have no other practice or rule of decision, 
save it be in the discretion vested in the bosom of the:court. "Tis 
true there is much wisdom in the experience of the past, and the 
sons of wisdom can see and appreciate it; but that it is intermin- 
gled with much darkness, folly, and inapplicabihty to us, few will 
deny. 

We shall have accomplished a great, and a good work, when we 
have drawn from the. fountains of wisdom and intelligence, rules 
and regulations to govern, control, sustain, and protect society.— 
Under the conopy of our ever glorious Constitution, we have liber- 
ty to combinefrom the experience of ages all that wisdom has sanc- 
tioned, and adding thereto such as she shall seem to dictate, erect 
for ourselves a platform whereupon to build, which, being freed 
from the burden of past errors, inapplicability, folly, and tradition, 
will exert a vivifying, invigorating, reforming influence, descend- 
ing to the capacity of all who can read, even though not learned 
in the so called “<Scrence of Law." Let this therefore be our mot- 
to: “True principle and simplicity." Let our enactments contam 
all that is necessary, and ло more, and obviate the necessity for 
travelling out side of them to know the law. Then shall we briag 
it to the understanding, and within the comprehension of the school 
boy, and the humblest citizen; avoidiug that huge mass of uncer- 
tainty contained ín the musty rolls of ages, and emanating princi- 
pally from those governments and nations, whose principal efforts 
seemed to result in the aggrandizement of the rich, and powerful, 
at the expense of the poor and humble. 

In this connexion, permit me to add that our Code Commission- 
ers appear inclined to prepare laws to meet all necessary purposes, 
bestowing great care upon such as they intend to present for the 
action of the Legislature, although a multiplicity of other busi- 
ness has retarded: their progress. - 

Since my lastcommunicatión to your horiorable body, nothing 
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of serious importance has occurred, except the hostilities of the 
Utah Indians, to disturb the usual peuce, and quiet routine of the 
business affairs pertaining to our mountain goyeunment. 

The annual pilgrim host have come, and passed on to the land 
of gold, unobtrusively, and with unprecedented harmony, leaving 
occasions] representatives here and there, who, either though 
choice or necessity, tarry a while In the valleys of the mountams, 
awaiting the moving trains of another -eason to escort them to re- 
join their brethren at the shrine of their worship, the shining dust 
of the new born Star, 

The immigration to this Territory has been considerable, amount- 
ing, it is estimated, to about ten. thousend souls, Of these a por- 
lion are from the northern European States, and the British 
Isles; а very fair division to Utah of the annual forgign im- 
migration to the States, when we consider her far inland posi- 
tion, Utah! Fair Utah! Behold her in the midst of the snow- 
capped mountains, полго vales, or cx^ended pleins; no navigable 
river penetrates her surface, nor proceeds (тот her mountain fast- 
nesses, on which to bear to her bo-om the commerce of the nations. 
The iron horse has not yet teund bto way along her naniow vales, 
nor yet have the lightening wires conveyed to Ler citizens the 
"latest news’? Insint grandeur she repases, content in her in- 
terral resources, unaequainted with the hurried excitement of the 
day, or the passing wonder of the fleeting moment. For weeks, 
aye, months, the ox trains diag their heavy weights along. with 
whatever mail matter night have been ent usted in a day long since 
past, and forgotten, Perhaps there оте no people, in Uns age of 
rapil communication, so isolated as ourselves, In our interned in- 
tercourse, we have frequent exchanges with each other; but ou'side 
of this narrow compass, from two to seven months frequently in- 
tervene without a word from any source beyond the limits of the 
Great Basin, 

Tt would seem рго Ме that it the authorities at Washington, 
could only realize themselves in our pasition in this respect, they 
would exercie a little e'emeney, and use a little exertion to let us 
hear from them a; osten. as twice a month, if not weekly. We 
are not very nomadical in our pursuits, and miy usudly be found 
somewhere in the vicinity of the Great halt Lake, although it is 
said that we have wandered to the Gallipagos. Having no inten- 
tion of straying so far, just at present, I propose that Congress be 
advertised of the fact that we are still hereabouts, and may easi- 
ly be found on enquiry. It might also be well to suggest to the 
Department, that it would be proper, that із, if they wish to ac. 
commodate us with the mails, to Jet their contracts to such persons 
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as make bids with the expectation of fulfilling them, and who will: 
provide suitably to-do it with some prospect of success. : The con- ^ 
tracts. heretofore would never justily extra expense; consequently 

the contxictóis! teeble attempts of course proved fruitless, and we, 

have been left without a solitary mail, for over half a year at a 

ume, Ta 

We recognize in the Pacific Railway, a work worthy the atten- 
ton of a great and enterprising people; and pass where it will, we 
cannot ful to be benetitted by it. The present overflowing 
coffers of the pubbe Treasury seem а propitious omen for rts 
speedy accomplishment, if Congress. exercise that wisdom for the 
Ъедећ of the nation, which will secure to herself the greatest po- 
litical, as well as pecuniary advantages proffered in the cen- 
(шу in which we live. It is of incaleulable convenience and 
profit in times of peace, and indispensable m war. In addition to 
throwing into the lap of the nation, the treasures and commerce of 
the Eastern Gontinent, and the Pacific Isles, its accomplishment 
cannot fail, by reason of furnishing so rapid a conveyance, to ear- 

_ry mfluence and power from one extremity of the Union to the 
other, and make herthe arbiter of the wold. It will greatly in- 
crease the commerce on the seas, and afford 1t the most powerful 
protection. 

Owing to the death of the deeply lamented Capt. Gunnison and 
a portion of his party, who were engaged in exploring a route for 
this 10ad. through this region of country, it is passible that its ad- 
vantages may measurably be lost sight of, or remain unknown, 
until a location of some route is made, I have therefore thought 
proper to call your attention to this subject, hoping, that the mter- 
est which 15 known to exi-t m favor of this ronte will not permit it 
to sulfer for the want of proper representation to Congress. 

While the world is progressing with steam engine power, and 
lightning speed, in the accumulation of wealth, extension of sci- 
«nee, communication and dissemination of letters and principle, 
why may notthe way be paved for the easier acquisition of the 
English langue, combining as it does great extension, and varied 
expression, with beauty, simplicity; and power, and bemg ungues- 
tionably the most useful and beautiful in the world? But while: 
we freely admit this, we also have to acknowledge that 1t is per- 
haps as much abused in ils use, and as complex in its attainment 
as amy other, The correction of its orthography, upon some prin- 
ciple of having characters to represent the sounds which we use, 
has occupied the attention of many scientific gentlemen from time to 
time, but through lack of influence,energy, or some other cause,they 
have failed to accomplish so desirable an object. If somothing of 
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this nature could be introduced which could be brought into gene 
eral use, I consider it would be of great utility in the acquirement 
of our lan . Lam happy to learn that the Regency are deep- 
ly engaged їп investigating this interesting subject; and hope that 
ere long, they may be able to produce something that will prove 
highly nficidl. This board have exerted a genial influence in 
behalf of education, by stimulating the people to erect good schoo) 
houses, and giving an impetus to the organization and maintenance 
of common schools, and the cause of education generally. For 
the want of funds the University works continue supended; but it 
Із expected that the increasing amount of the finances will soou 
enable you to grant them substantial aid. ‘The education of our 
youth із a subject which should never be foreign fiom our care; and 
Í doubt not, will continue as heretofore, to engage your warmest 
intereat and encouragement, 

Under the wise and correct impressions that to promote domes- 
tic manufactures, and endeavor to develop the resources of this 
Territory, they were best advancing the true interest of the peo- 
ple, their constituents, tho Legislature of last season passed many 
acta for the encouragement of such manufactures and productions 
as were deemed essential, and within the ability of the people to 
accomplish. ‚ 

The reaponse which the inducements thus offered have met, al 
though not as flattering ns desired, із yet considerable, and beto- 
kens a disposition on the part of the citizens, to supply from their 
own industry, and perseverance, their necessary wants. 

The only premiums reported, which have been awarded, are two 
lor raising flax seed. The crop raised by William Muir being £73 
bushela of seed, and 500 Ibs. of flax lint from one acre of ground, 
(ste report of Auditor, ) seta at rest the foreboding of some of our 
citizens that it would not lint in this country, and adds a most im- 
portant item of raw material to our list of resources. [strongly 
recommend a continuation of this policy, belioving that nothiny 
can give greater activity, energy, or more independence, and 
wealth, than for a people to expply from home production, Аоте 
supplier  lxtend therefore your ald, commensurate with your 
ability, for the encouragement of home manufactures. Let the 
artizan and the machinist erect their trophies upon our mountain 
rivulets, and let the strong rush of tho swift waters, intermingling 
the voice of machinery with the hum of business, be made to con- 
tribute its overflowing bounty to advance the interest of enterpris- 


ing men. 
БТ obvious to the moat casual observer, that tho natural wealth 
of this country consists in stock raising, and grasing. This branch 
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of business is occupying a large share of tho attention of our ciji- 
zens, and considerable investments have already been made. бо 
long as the California markets remain dependent проп foreign sup- 
plies, we may naturally expect large accessions will be made to 
our flocks, and herds. І have directed your attention to this, sub- 
ject, that some regulation may be made in relation to the man- 
agement of herds, and herding grounds, so as to preserve good 
order amid conflicting interests. Self-protection requires that some 
system, requiring a strict observance of its provisions, should he 
adopted. “Te is Чыл that the people take care of their stock, 
either by herding or pasturing, instead of letting it roam at large, 
thereby чш much time and labor in hunting lost stock, which 
is probably either driven off, or stolen by the Indians, without the 
hnowledge of the owner; this being the result of their own care- 
lessness, and neglect in not suitably providing for its safe keeping. 

It would seem that some combined effort, under suitable regula- 
tions, would be salutary, either to make large enclosures, or pro- 
vide suitable herding; which as yet has not been done among us. 

Owing to the Indian disturbances in the southern part of the 
Territory, but little has been done in making Iron, although the 
preparatory work is considerably advanced. The appropriations 
made for opening a road Чо the coal beds, and also to encour- 
aye the making of Iron have been expended. In working this 
road, thick beds of excellent coal have been discovered, whose ex- 
istence was not previously known. A large number of families 
having migrated to Iron county this season, together with other 
effectual operations, it is presumed that they will be able to con- 
tinue the works with an increased energy, and soon realize our 
strong anticipations of success. 

The same warfare has also impeded the public works at Fill- 
more, the inhabitants having sufficient to do to protect themselves, 
their stock, and crops, from the threatened outbreak of the In- 
dians; although the Indians in that immediate vicinity were, until 
the massacre of Capt. Gunnison and party, supposed to be friend- 
ly. The further prosecution of those works will have to be done 
at the expense of the public funds of the Territory, unless Con- 
gress shall see proper to extend her liberality by an additional 
appropriation. 

he site for the Penitentiary has been located by the Secretary the 
Hon. A. W. Babbitt, on Kanyon Creek, adjacent to the south enst- 
ern limits of this city. He is authorized to expend the appropri- 
«Моп made by Congress for that building, and is making. the Yre- 
quisite arrangements for its speedy erection. 
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The appropriations for these two objects, although usual in 
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amount for the Territories, for such purposes, operate unequally, 
when we consider the diíference in the price of building materials, 
and labor, on the lakes, and navigable rivers of the Great West, 
east of the Rocky Mountains, where one dollar is about equal to 
five in this region; where imported goods pay n tariff, for height 
alone, of 15 cents per pound, and lumber is scarce, and hard to 
get at any price. No building, at all suitable for the purposes de- 
signed, can he built for the amount appropriated. ‘Tis true the 
money сап be expended, but without much available effect, unless 
followed up by additional appropriations, either by the General 
Government, or the "Territory. No particular blime can be at- 
tached to Congress, for it is presemed, had they been v ppiized of 
the precise nature of the subject in question, their appropriations 
would have been commensurate with ther design in making them. 
and as itis, they will probably make them so, upon the proper re- 
presentation being made. 

During the high waters of the past season, much damage was 
done by sweeping away the principal bridges across the largest 
streams. It is presumed that the counties in which they are lo- 
cated wiil re-build them at their own experse, as soon as they are 
able; but as these brilges me a decided benefit to the travelling 
public at large, and the settlements are new, and so weak ns to 
make it rather burthensome for them to build alone, it is but right 

* - R i] 
that they should receive aid from the public funds. 

With the exception of the Jordan bridge, which progresses 
slowly, and the Arsenal, which will soon be completed, but little 
can be said of public improvements; the people having been at- 
most exclusively engaged in tearing down their houses, erecting 
forts, and fortifications for their defence against the Indians. I: 
has served to check many an enterprise already commenced, and 
many others in prospect, which otherwise would have been com- 
pleted, or in successful progress. It will prove a salutary lesson 
to us hereafter, if we improve upon our present yeai’s experience, 
and cause us to base our settlements upon a fair system of de- 
fence. The apprehensions of any danger from the Indians has ap 
peared so distant and uncertain to the citizens of the Territory, 
that I have experienced great difficulty in convincing them, that 
there could be any difficulty whatever.

Thus, within two years we find very nearly the same amount 
of revenue arising fiom first two, and then one per cent assessed 
There is an unpardonable neglect on the part of the people, to 
pay up their delinquencies, аз also on the part of the officers in 
making prompt collection, and return. A portion of the above 
caleulauons ure based upon reports of former years, and on this 
account may vary a trifle when the present year’s reports shall be 
received. : 

If the collections eould be promptly made, and itis believed that 
under the present favorable condition of the'country they might, 
the nssessment of the per cent might be still reduced, and as much 
realized as at present. В . ` 

If officers would be vigilent, and energetic in the discharge of 
their duties, more property would be found 16 assess, which would 
also increase the revenue, although the rate be lessenéd. 

I will also suggest that cities aud counties, might be limited in 
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the assessments of their per cent, in order to lighten the taxes up- 
on the people. The voluntary contributions of the people for pub- 
lic purposes, and the self-reliance reposed in them by the General 
Government, in causing them to protect themselves from Indian 
hostilities at their own expense, seem to require that the burdens 
of taxation should be as light as possible, and compatible with the 
requirements of the Government. Much has however been accom- 
plished through the Territory, incident to new settlements, which 
it is presumed will have a tendency to relieve the people of many 
burdens. • Many have now got into forte, which are completed, or 
nearly so; a goodly number of dwellings and school honses are 
built; neighborhood roads, and many bridges are made; a large 
amount of land is broken and fenced, and water ditches &c., fintsh- 
ed: consequently the people are better prepared than herctofore, 
to pursue the more profitable avocations, and at far less inconven- 
ience, and expense. You will therefore consider the necessities 
of the Territory, as well as the condition of the people, in fixing 
the per cent upon the assessment of property; and if you should 
find it in your power, consistently, to make provision for the further 
encouragement of education, for the support of common schools, 
for manufactures, for the payment of expenses incurred for the 
suppression of Indian aggression, to aid in the construction of the 
public buildings, for the erection of bridges, and the support of 
the poor, you will find them all objects worthy of your consider- 
ation, and dependent in some degree, upon the judicious pat- 
ronage of a liberal government. 

In the military department of the Territory there is but little 
hange from last year’s report, except an increase of abont seven 
hundred names to the muster rolls. In the southern settlements 
a great portion of the troops have been kept in almost constant 
service, in order to preserve the inhabitants, and their property 
from Indian aggressions; but notwithstanding this severe extra 
duty, the people have generally been able to secure their crops, 
and itis believed that a sufficient supply of provisions has been 
secured in all the settlements. 

While upon a business tour south, in April last, I found a par- 
ty of Mexicans at Provo, from New Mexico, whose ostensible ob- 
ject was to trade with Indians. Finding that they had guns and 
ammunition which they intended to dispose of to the Indians, and 
knowing, from former (rapeactions, that they not only furnished 
them with munitions of war, but also incited them to it, by repre- 
senting that we had not afforded them sufficient sompensation for 
their lands, and that our stock should be as free to them as the 
game upon the mountains, айй that we would netallow them to 
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trade off their children, as was their custom previous to-our set- 
tlement in these valleys; these and numerous other facts of à sim- 
ilar tendency being elicited, in addition to their-own boast that 
they cared nothing for Jaw, aud would not be restrained from any 
pursuit which they chose to follow; and believing that it was dan- 
gerous to the peace of the "'eriitory, to permit them ‘fo roam at 
Jarge in our settlements, or among the Indians contiguous thereto, 
lissued my Proclamation directing their arrest, with strict guard 
to be kept over them, until such times as théir purposes with the 
Indians could be frustrated. 

For a time this seemed to have the desired effect; and, if hostil- 
ities had actually been designed, served to postpone, at least for 
a time, any outbreak. The Indians however, in making their an- 
nual visit, which transpired subsequently, manifested a turbulent 
spirit; and although evidently aiming to conceal it, plainly showed 
that they had been tampered with, and that their feelings were 
very different than upon former visits. Subsequent events have 
proved, if any proof was wanting, that these were the facts in the 
case, for they had scarcely left the strongest settlements, before 
they commenced by killing one man, and driving off a few cattle; 
since which time they. have continued to make depredatory meur- 
sions upon the settlements, kilhng the citizens and driving oif 
stock, whenever opportunity occyrred. 7 

During the late troubles, twelve of our citizens have been killed 
at different times, and many wounded; and seven of the explorin 
party, including the lamented Captain Gunnison, have been kille 
on the Sevier About an equal number of Indians are supposed 
to have been killed. Much property has also been destroyed, and 
much time spent in guarding, on expeditions, carrying expresses, 
&c., and between 350 and 400 head of cattle and horses, have 
been killed and driven off. -These hostilities have as yet ошу ex- 
tended to Utah, Juab, Millard, and San Pete counties. It is be- 
lieved that the vigilance and prudence of the citizens in taking 
care of their steck, crops. and themselves, will be the surest way 
of bringing the Indians to terms, thus affording them no opportu- 
nity of furnishing themselves with the supplies necessary for their 
existence. As winter approaches, it is expected they wil sue for 
peace, if this policy is rigidly adhered to. In fact, some indica- 
tions of this nature have already. appeared, by a few coming in‘ 
and seeking labor, and when they learn that they can remain in- 
safety, it is presumed that others will follow their example. It 
beoomes the citizens, while they trest the natives kindly, and use 
avery inducement to conviliate their good feelings, not to relax 
their watchfulness nor prudence, in taking care of themselves and 
their property. 
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This constant; alarm, and service have accumulated considerable 
expense, which wi expect, will be paid by the General Government, 
the accounts aud abstracts of which.h we been iorwarded 1% the 
proper department for nilawance, and when realized will give grate- 
tul, and necessary relief to those who бахе, m the midst of spov- 
erty, endured hardships without a murmer. For expeditions for 
the suppression af Indian hostilities the General Goveinment:have 
not as vet.approprinted any compensation, nor have they author- 
ized any trewies to be hell with the Indians for any purpose 
whatever. Ifin your wisdom you shall deem it prop.r to mem- 
orialiae Congress upon these -ub ects, not only damages sustained 
by the people, hut provision to meet treaty stipulations should be 
included in the petatign. U-.ah ean furnich her own land reserves 
for the natives, within her hordérs, and oniy asks for an equitable 
portion fo be piid in annuines, which itis believed will be satis- 
factory to the tribes, who will certainly be benefitted to the extent 
af what they receive, as so much country із of bnt litle avail to 
them. Should Congress tke early steps to extinguish the Indian 
title in Utah, and lo:ate the tribes by themselves, lewins a strip 
of well defined neutral ground between them and the whre settle- 
ments, it would neariy, if no} entirely prevent such troubles, and 
immense losses, as our citizens have been compelled to wade 
through, during the pist se won, ab an expense of some 3902,000, 
for tearing down and removing houses, and building forts, exclu- 
sive of the accounts and adsteacts ауе min ined. In case this 
course fails of being adop'el, it will Coubtless be from cruses based 
oa wisdom, which we at least should be able to discern; for thote 
circumstances which have surrounded us, thouzh, apparently, for 
the present, hard to endme, tend directly and constintly with 
overwhelming force, to school us and our children in those pin- 
ciples, and practices of self reliance, and preparation for all emer- 
gencies, which are of far more vaiue to any commmnity than an 
untold amount of wealth poured into their laps without effort or 
experience. 

п Congress, where the members haveso muchtrouble in explain- 
ing their consistency, while canvassing their respective districts, 
and moreover have so much money to spend, it is probably a wise 

rovision that they should meet often, and have long sessions; but 
im the Btates aad, Territories, it would appear that economy at 
least would dictate, that when they have adopted a code of laws, 
they should let them rem in unmolested, long enough for the peo- 
ple. to learn. and understand them, and net commence tearing them 
to pisces simply because they have nathiag else to do, and before 
x knowledge of those laws, can arrive at their destination, by pre- 
sent facilities. ` 
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From my. observationsiaf-the past, 1 am convinced that Legis- 
latures meet, too often, - and that more business, bépeficial іо Ше 
country, might be accomplished in а much shorter time than is 
usually occupied by them. Ninety days: in session; devoted with 
sincerity and energy for the benefit.of the people, is ample, in 
ordinary cases, and then only convene once in two, three, or four 
years, unless some important exigency should anse, in which case 
they could easily be convened, as pow, by proclamation. 

Happily for Utah, she has no paity pontes for her Legislature 
to discuss, she can therefure lend her energies for the benefit of 
the country, and, practising that industry, so worthy of imitation 
by the people, benefit them by exemple, as well as precept. 

Judging the future by the present and’ past, unpatalleled pros- 
perity js dawning upon us as a people. Health and contentment 
universally prevail, and the mountain bieezes, and cooling streams 
bring vigorous strengih ind action. Nature’s wilderness is fast 
receding beloye the sythe; the sickle, and the plow, and ber swar- 
thy children keep company with thé mounta ganie, or reti e With 
the buffalo of the arid and extended plain, tb make way, to pve 
place for the pa'e face, the citizen who inhabits houses, and cult- 
vates the ground Although far distant from the channels of the 
trade and commerce of the world, and, moreover, isolated in a 
great degree from the influence of her society, jetit is a rich in- 
heritanee which has been ex'^ended unto us, and which in due time 
will, if rightly improved, add a brilhant to the constelation of 
nations illuminating the northern hemisphere. 

As hitherta, selt-exertion meets her own reward, and the labor- 
er delves with a certain orospect of success, and the teeming earth 
yields forth her fruits ¿nd grain, in rich abundance, for the sus- 
tenauce of the children of her bosom 

Let us continue to culfivate the aris of peace, and impart to the 
weary wanderer comfort and consolation, abiding in charity and 
benevolence towards our fellows, whether found m the forlorn 
wandering ignorance of ages, or the enhghtened bondage of tra- 
dition and erior.

here bas also been granted unto Phinehas H. Young and Brig- 
ham Н. Young,a right to build bridges across Weber зіуег and Bear 
river east, with the privilege to take toll thereon, and also to fer- 
ry across the Weber until such times as the water should be low 
enough to erect the ridge. In this solitary case no bonds were 
deemed necessary, owing to the fact that the bridges were to be 
built to the acceptance of the Territorial Commissioner. The sub- 
ject of this grant, and propriety of its repeal is at present before 
a committee of the Council. 
In all of the first three of these grants, itis provided that if the 
rantees shall fail to establish ferries in accordance with said acts, 
the Governor may appoint some other person or pee to establish 
thesame. It ould appear by these facts that these grants to indi- 
viduala were sufficietitly guarded, and persons holding them, are 
pow actually liable in any court having jurisdiction for any viela: 
tion ef the rights granted. 

There is-also granted, rights to build toll bridges across Weber 
and Ogden rivers to different indiyiduals, with the privilege of 
erecting ferries until the bridges can be built, These bridges as 
well as others which were granted, are'to revert to the Territory 
after a given length of time, as also are the ferries above men- 


hen: 

Sincerely believing that all of these grants have been given ia 
wisdom, and that no sufficient reason exists why they should be 
altered or interfered with for the limited time which they have to 
run, we do most respectfully suggest that no action is necessary 
for those grants which have been made, and that the wisdom of 
the Governor'and Legislative Assembly will be sufficient guaranty 
for guch as they may hereafter grant. 

Second—in relation to kanyons. : 

We find by examination that the practice pf granting the ex- 
elasive control of kanyons to responsible men, has been a enr 
pursued from the earliest settlement in this valley by the Legia- 
lative Assembly. Whether this policy has been, and ja fraught in 
wisdotà becomes the next subject of our consideration. 

Upon the general principle that all men are entitled to,and have s 
right to the benefit of their Iibor, we find sufficient reason why toll 
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should be réquired for making aroad into & kariyon or other place. 
That the control of the timber should also be entrusted in thé hands 
of judicious persons'id order to preserve from waste and needléss 
destruction, seems also a wise provision, the more especially when 
we consider its scarcity. If indeed, as represented by the petition- 
ers, it is absolutely given into the hands of monopolists who abuse 
the privileges thus bestowed, unquestionably there would be cause 
of complain; but when we -find the authority to control timber 
and regulate kanyons, is vested in the County Courts of" the res- 
pective counties, we feel convinced that any- grievance’ upóm thése 
subjects may easily be remedied. Your committee do not consider 
that this authority could be more properly vested, and that this 

wer should be vested in the respective counties, for the conven- 
етос of the settlers in their various locations. We therefore re- 
port adversely to the passage of the bill under consideration, in 
the firm belief that a sufficient remedy is provided for any abuse
